A MOUNTAIN MEMORIAL TO A 
HEROIC WOMAN 


There are many monuments io the 
memory of the heroes and heroin 
who gave their lives for the cause of 
freedom and democracy in the firs: 
world war but the magesiic sirine 
which has been named aiter nurse 
Edith Cavell is perhaps the most in- 
spiring of them all. Beautiful Mouat 
Edith Cavell in Jasper National Park 
will keep alive the memory of that 
courageous woman as long as_ the 
heroic exploits of the men and women 
who thwarted the German bid for 
world domination a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago are recalled. 

The story of nurse Edith Cavell is 
known to almost every school boy 
and girl in the English‘and French 
speaking world. In the grey dawn of 
an October morning in 1915 this kind- 
ly woman was taken from her prison 
cell to face a German firing squad. 
Her ‘crime” had been that although 
she was living in enemy-occupied 
country, she remained loyal to her 
own people and concealed a number 
of British soldiers who were being 
pursued by the German “gestapo” of 
that day. There are many nurse Cav- 
ells in the present conflict who will 
draw courage and inspiration from 
the example set by one of their num- 
ber who put the interest of her cou.- 
try before her own personal safety 
although she must have known full 
well the price which German ruthless- 
ness would exact for her patriotism. 

Mount Edith Cavell is one of the 
most remarkable peaks in the Can- 
adian ‘Rockies. It occupies an almost 
isolated position and is clearly visible 
from points 20 miles distant. The 
peak rises to a height of over 11,000 
feet and is perpetually hooded with a 
white mantle of snow. Appropriate- 
ly, too, the side of this magnificent 
monolith is hung with a_ gleaming 
white glacier which gives the impres- 
sion of a great white angel with out- 
stretched wings keeping peaceful 
igil over the valley below. This sym-

NATIONAL WAR 
SERVICE 


Offifcials of the National War Ser- 
vices Department report gratifying 
and ready response frfom young Can 
adians being called for military train- 
ing under the National Resources Mo- 
bilization Act. 

They state, however, that 
each man receives a mailed individual 
and personal notice of his call to 
training, as his period arrives, a num- 
ber of enquiries are still being sent 
direct to Ottawa. Major-General La- 
Fleche, Associate Deputy Minister of 
The Deprtment of National War Ser- 
vices, under whose direction the mo- 
bilizing of trainees is being carried 
out, points out that the Regulations 
have been planned to smooth out pos- 
sible difficulties for the trainee by 
dividing Canada into thirteen Admin- 
istrative Divisions, with officials and 
headquarters offices in each Division, 
authorized to handle procedure and 
operations locally. 

To the Divisional Registrar of Na- 
tional War Services in the area in 
which they are registered should be 
forwarded all communications con- 
cerning business arising from the pro- 
visions of National War Services Re- 
gulations, All men from 19 to 45 are 
warned that notification must also be 
given promptly of change of address 
or marital status. Failure to do so in- 
curs the risk of fine or imprisonment. 

Young men in this area, liable for 
military training, requiring further in- 
formation regarding their obligations 
or applications for postponement 
should communicate with the Divis- 
ional Registrar for this District, 
whose name and address are given 
below for their convenience, along

WAR SAVINGS CERTIFICATE 


Money value of War Savings Cert- 
ificates sales totalled $7,028,390 in 
June from 1,111,727 applications, Hon. 
J. L. Usley, Minister of Finance, an 
nounced today, Total sales of War- 
Savings Certificates now stand at 
$70.985,674 from the inception of the 
movement to June 30, of which $44,- 
544,566 has been subscribed in the 
current calendar year, 

The total of 1,111,727 applications 
received in June set a new high 
monthly record, and compares’ with 
1,067,703 applications in May. In the 
first six months of this year, 5,056,498 
individual applications were received 
at the National Headquarters. The 
largest day's total of individual ap- 
plications yet received was 110,818, 
recorded on the last da yof June. 

“With the successful completion o 
the Victory Loan, plans are now  be- 
ing formulated for a renewed intensi- 
fication of the War Savings activities 
throughout the Dominion during th»

RECRUITING DRIVE BRINGS 
34,000 NEW MEN INTO

issued two and a half months ago for 
32,000 men, over 34,000 have been en-

Let Poison Ivy Alone 


Rhus or ivy poisoning is rather 
widespread in Canada and children 
having more delicate skins are more 
The three 
shiny dark-green leaves are not diffi- 
cult to recognize, hence the rhyme 
“leaves three let it be”. You are not 
immune to poison ivy; no one is. As, 
with all allergies, some people are | 
more sensitive than others, The poi- 
son is the milky, ofly sap which is 
slow to evaporate and may remain on 
your clothes and boots long after 
your walk through the bush. 

There is no sure cure, nor is there 
a sure preventive treatment except 
the best of all methods, detour the 
plants. If you hav been exposed to the 
plants, lather your whole body with 
suds of any good soap, rinse and _ re- 
peat. Thus you wash away the oil, 
forestalling or minimizing irritation. 
Soothing, protective lotions and hot 
compresses are standard treatment; 
they merely give relief. Gardiners and 
others who must work near poison 
ivy are recommended to smear all ex- 
posed surfaces with vanishing cream 
mixed with 10 per cent sodium per- 
borate — freshly made. Any druggist 
can make this cream and the protec- 
tion lasts for three hours, then it

Co-operation For Victory 


The Empire Effort Gathers 
Momentum— 


From all parts of the British Empire 
comes news of effort on a scale never 
imagined by the Nazis, and unprece- 
dented in the Empire's history. 

It is the task of the Empire's organ- 
izers to co-ordinate this effort—to en- 
sure every ounce of energy generated 
in each part of the Empire and the 
Mother Country shall be used to speed 
the Commonwealth’s war machine to 
its maximum velocity.

This is one of the foodstuffs agree- 
ments which have just been conclud- 
ed (June 1941 between the United 
Kingdom, Australia and New Zealand, 
and which are similar to earlier ar- 
rangements whereby the Government 
of the United Kingdom agreed to buy 
the whole surplus of the wool-clips of 
Australia, New Zealand, and South 
Africa for the duration of the war, and 
for the year following. New agree- 
ments provide for vast imports of 
foodstuffs to the Mother Country, and 
storing of the exportable surplus in 
two Dominions. 

The United States Government is 
anxious to help in this scheme which 
will fit into a wider policy (to include 
other parts of fthe Empire and South 
America) for building up reserves to 
fill th empty larders of Europe after
